WASHINGTON—The really deep trou­ 
ble in Viet Nam lies outside the scope of 
American sea and air power. The great 
question is whether the South Vietnamese 
army has the will to go on fighting on the 
ground against communist guerrillas after 
17 years of almost unremitting warfare. 
Before the nav al action in the Gulf of 
Tonk in, ev idence was accumulating that

H i n t s 
were coming from

clique 
headed by General Nguyen Khanh that the 
United States would hav e to tak e a much 
larger share of the burden, including ev en 
direct participation in combat. On the rec­ 
ommendation of General Maxwell Taylor, 
the new ambassador in Saigon. Washing­ 
ton mov ed to increase the number of Amer­ 
ican “ military adv isers” from 16.000 to 22,- 
000 They were, it was reported, empowered 
to fire back if fired upon. No one can say 
whether this will be enough. At the same 
time, disturbing rumors hav e circulated in 
Saigon about a new coup to replace Gener­ 
al Khanh. If the worst should happen, the 
Johnson administration faces an awesome 
choice—sending in large numbers of Ameri­ 
can combat troops or expanding the war 
with massiv e bombing in the north. The 
risk s in either course are incalculable. 
To get out. a third choice, seems Im­ 
possible in \iew of what has gone before 
and in the light of politics in a presidential 
year. The beginning of the Korean War 14 
years ago conies v iv idly to mind. The at­ 
mosphere then was v ery much what it is 
today. Republicans and Democrats were 
rallying around 
President 
Truman 
and 
promising him support against communist 
aggression. 


★ 
Robert A Taft, minority leader in the 
Senate, gav e reluctant assent despite his 
strong isolationist conv ictions. 
It was a 
moment of patriotic ferv or in which Tru­ 
man. by 
a l m os t 
unanimous 
opinion, 
emerged as a strong and decisiv e presi­ 
dent. 
But that mood quick ly altered. As the 
woetullv untrained American troops rushed 
from Japan were pushed back almost off 
the Korean peninsula with fearful casual­ 
ties, it became “Trum an’s war.” By the 
1952 campaign and the disaster resulting 
from the massiv e Chinese inv asion, this 
was the chief line of Republican attack . 
General Eisenhower could say at the Uni­ 


v ersity of Illinois that Midwestern farm 
boys should stay at home and let Asians 
fight Asians. 
Truman had resisted the demand to 
bomb the ’‘priv ileged 
sanctuary” 
across 
the Yalu Riv er, lie had shown mark ed 
restraint out of concern that the war would 
be enlarged to a global scale. 
He was 
damned from hell to break fast for that 
restraint. 
There is one important difference to­ 
day. In 1950 Truman went to the United 
Nations before responding to 
the 
North 
Korean attack . By a piece of luck , the 
Sov iet delegate was absent so that the Se­ 
curity Council could pass a resolution call­ 
ing on the U.N- to join in resisting ag­ 
gression. This time the I uited States struck 
first. 


★ 
Except for the communist nations, al­ 
most ev ery U.N, member approv ed a joint 
defense of Korea. Ev en neutralist India 
sent an ambulance unit. If a widened con­ 
flict dev elops in Viet Nam. this country will 
find it hard to rally support. It will hav e 
the look of a war waged by white men 
against Asians. 
This is in effect what 
President de 
Gaulle has been saying—that the war, as it 
is currently 
b e i n g 
f ou ght , 
cannot be 
won 
The 
F r e n c h 
tried for nearly sev en 
years 
beginning 
in 
1947. and they sacrificed the “cream ” of 
St Cyr, their West Point, in the v ain effort. 
Unhappily, De Gaulle’s 
prescription 
for 
ending tiie war has been based on a for­ 
mula of neutralization that sounds lik e sur­ 
render. The long-term consequences of a 
greatly enlarged war in Asia, if it comes 
to that, are unforeseeable. The most im­ 
portant single ev ent of the past two to 
three years has been the split between 
Russia and 
China, 
with 
rev erberations 
throughout the communist world. In recent 
week s that split has seemed to be irrecon- 
ciliable. It could be healed by a war be­ 
tween the United States and China. Expert 
opinion here is that Moscow would stop 
short with 
condemnation 
of 
American 
mov es. 
But that is conjecture. As often in the 
past, the most baffling and frustrating ele­ 
ment in the new crisis is the enigma of 
Red China. American policy has walled off 
a nation of six or sev en hundred million 
people and what goes on in the v astness of 
Pek ing is as mysterious as what may be 
happening on Mars. That may hav e b e e n 
inev itable after Korea. But it is today a trag­ 
ic commentary on the dark ness that cloak s 
the dubious future in Asia.

Senate On Housing 
So many communities look ing forward 
to the passing of the administration’s om­ 
nibus public housinng bill hav e been disap­ 
pointed to learn that the U.S. Senate set it 
aside, and, instead, passed a bill of its 
own which does little more than continue 
the life of present laws another 15 months. 
It wasn't that the Senate rejected the 
administrativ e philosophy embodied in the 
expanded bill. Rather it felt that civ il rights 
and other k ey legislation had occupied too 
much time this session to permit the sort of 
study the housing bill required. So it took 
a 15 months rain check . 
The omnibus bill contained numerous 
subjects but its basic design was to mak e 
public housing more work able and thus 
hasten the solution of this municipal prob­ 
lem. 
Specifically one thing it would hav e 
done was to permit the cities to purchase 
existing properties. 
The present law em­ 
phasizes new construction. Purchasing ade­ 


quate existing 
properties 
would 
permit 
cities to av oid aggrav ating the problem of 
ov erbuilding and mak e better use of what 
has already been built. Many cities in this 
tight spot reject public housing proposals 
not because they are against them in prin­ 
ciple. but because to embrace them would 
cause serious losses to the priv ate sector of 
the economy. 
The administration’s measure would 
hav e authorized 240.000 pu b l i c housing 
units, but would hav e required only 140.000 
of them under the heading of new construc­ 
tion. This was a modest goal when matched 
with national need but it was sufficient to 
prov ide a definitiv e test of the new idea. 
Currently most of the public housing 
projects are being confined to the smaller 
communities which hav e found in them an 
answer to housing for the aged. But the 
greater problem, although no more poig­ 
nant. is to be found in the larger cities 
where people of v ery limited circumstances 
can get no relief. 


This week mark s the first anniv er­ 
sary of the test ban treaty between the 
United States and Russia. 
The best ev idence that it was a good 
thing rests in the fact that it is creating 
no news. 
Agreements leading to a peace­ 
ful world are all that way. news being 
based on conflict. 
On look ing back the treaty did not ac­ 
complish all that its most idealistic sup­ 
porters claimed for it. It did not bring all 
our problems to an end. But it did bring a 
better relationship between Russia and the 
United States in one area. Neither country, 
so far as we k now, has committed any 
consequential v iolations. 
But the treaty did a few other things 
not directly connected with nuclear v iola­ 
tion. It rev ealed a joint aspiration for the

Instead it did offer v ital 
experience in the techniques of negotiation 
and limited trust. And these two things 
open the door to further steps toward an 
orderly world. 
Perhaps the greatest obstacles to the 
resolution of a great many of the differ­ 
ences between the West and the East are 
based in no-confidence.

The House bill also grants 
some concessions to the exploitiv e inter­ 
ests in the West. 
There would be less urgency for ac­ 
ceptance of the compromise were not time 
running out on the forests and mountains 
primev al.

South knew that this se­ 
quence of plays would re­ 
sult in defeat — since West 
was likely to have the ace 
of clubs on the bidding—so 
he came up with the brilliant 
idea of ducking the jack of 
hearts. 
However, East viewed this 
play with suspicion. He knew 
that South had a singleton 
heart, since declarer would 
surely have covered th e 
jack with the queen if he had 
void in hearts. 
So, instead of letting the 
jack win the trick, E a s t 
overtook it with the ace and 
returned the jack of clubs. 
As a result of this play, South 
lost three club t r ic k s and 
went down one. East felt that 
if declarer wanted to keep 
him out of the lead by duck­ 
ing the heart, this in itself 
was a good enough reason for 
him to take the lead. 
If East had failed to over­ 
take the jack, South would 
have made the contract. De­ 
clarer would have been able 
to establish a heart trick 
later by leading the k i n g 
through the ace, and would 
have lost only two tricks.
